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COFFEE HOUSE CHESS 
THE POLICE superintendent of Wash­ 
ington, D. C., has issued an order forbid­ 
ding the playing of chess in Greek coffee 
houses and other eating places under his 
jurisdiction. He has discovered, it appears, 
that habitues of these establishments play 
chess, checkers, cards, backgammon and 
other games for cash stakes. 
He also has reason to believe, apparent­ 
ly. that money .may change hands there on 
horse-race bets and numbers transactions. 
Finding that foolproof evidence of such 
gambling is hard to get, he has taken it 
upon himself to ban all these innocent am ­ 
usements, including chess. 
Someone should tell him that chess is a 
game no gambler could get rich on. There 
isn’t enough luck in it, for one thing— 
though luck can hardly be eliminated as a 
factor in any human activity. There isn’t 
enough of what gamblers call 
“action,” 
either. 
Fast skittles or “coffee house chess” 
doesn’t take all day, but the crapshooters 
could still talk to the cubes and make a 
hundred or more passes during a single av­ 
erage game of skittles. Having a stake up 
on a game seems to slow the play, too—and 
chess is rarely played for even small 
stakes unless the players are rather evenly 
matched. 
So the amount of gambling that will be 
stopped by banning chess in Washington 
coffee houses would hardly pay for shining 
the shoes of a well-dressed racketeer. As 
a Washington newspaper points out, there 
are big gambling syndicates operating in 
the capital, and cracking down on chess 
players is hardly a substitute for going af­ 
ter real crime with more energy. 


REMINGTON’S CONVICTION 
THE evidence showed that William W. 
Remington, former $10,000-a-year Depart­ 
ment of Commerce official, stole confiden­ 
tial and classified information from t h e 
War Production Board for the Communist 
Party. But the jury didn’t convict Reming­ 
ton for that. It found him guilty of perjury. 
That, also, was the only charge against Al­ 
ger Hiss. 
Both had denied under oath they had 
ever been Communist P a r t y members. 
Juries in both cases held this was a lie. 
Surely something is wrong with the na­ 
tion’s laws when the only way in which fel­ 
lows like Hiss and Remington can be 
brought to heel after congressional com­ 
mittees spend thousands of dollars digging 
up the facts is to charge them with perjury. 
There should be no crime which the law 
is powerless to punish. And the charge, as 
well as the punishment, should fit the 
crime. 


We were discussing stage plays and the 
question naturally arose as to what plays 
could youngsters of IO and 14 be taken. Not 
I being converted speakeasy sophisticates, 
I we were weary of discovering that the 
playwright suffered the tortures of the 
damned seeking for a curtain line and fin­ 
ally came up with the novelty of a foul 
word, spoken by an apparently innocent 
ingenue. That always gets a laugh! 
Also we wanted the children to feel that 
because they went to the theater, they were 
not being influenced to believe that sex is 
all there is to American life; that life has 
some finer aspects, some very decent mo­ 
ments, a moral side, if you please. 
So we went-to see “Jotham Valley,” a 
play put on with all the skill of profession- 
jal showmanship by a group who call them­ 
selves Moral Rearmament. This is a musi­ 
cal, with songs occasionally comparable 
to “Oklahoma!’ and with a story that is 
so real that it does happen in every home. 
A very good time was had by all. 
The essence of “Jotham Valley” is the 
'melodrama of two quarreling brothers, 
whose hatred brings misery to all their 
neighbors, particularly when one brother 
deprives the valley of water, because he, 
legally but not morally, controls the water 
rights. Here is a struggle that is universal, 
for legal rights do not suffice in a world 
that requires constructive living. 
Law 
passed by legislators is often not only in­ 
adequate but, being the product of man, un­ 
sound. We have to live by the laws of man, 
but natural law, the law of God, transcends 
the laws of man. 
So, in the end, in this play, the key of 
I truth opens the hardened heart of the 
brother and he permits the water to gush 
forth, so that the cattle drink of God’s boun- 
I ty, and life is good. Also the brothers 
make up. 


j 
This plot is as simple as “ Romeo And 
: Juliet,” which is the simplest and most us­ 
ual of stories, being nothing more than that 
*boy loves girl, but the parents say no. 
Most really important plots are simple, 
just as great symphonies are w r i t t e n 
around little tunes. To wit: Those notes in 
Beethoven's Fifth which Winston Churchill 
turned into a V for victory. 
Simplicity, of itself, may not only be 
truth but interesting and even exciting. 
What is more simple than a single tree, 
growing out of a rock along a granite sea­ 
shore. standing proudly in a gale. All the 
smudge that a modernist can hurl at can­ 
vas cannot equal the majesty of that one 
object against a barren sky. And yet, as 
the poet said, only God can make a tree. 
So in “Jotham Valley,” it is the simplic­ 
ity of plot, in a musical and engaging set­ 
ting, which opens the mind to the truth 
that man can and does change his nature 
through the humility of faith. 
I 
It is not surprising that this play has en­ 
countered the opposition of the Commu­ 
nists and the homosexuals in the theater, 
the former because they do not want men 
to think that the nature of man can be ele­ 
vated by his own will, and the homosex­ 
uals because they excuse their indecencies 
on the ground that they cannot help them­ 
selves. They say that they are not evil, but 
just that way because they are just that 
; way.

DIET AND HEALTH 


When a Respiratory Infection 
Is Complicated by Allergy 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


THOUGH diseases can be given 
a hard and fast classification in 
the medical books, they do not 
necessarily m aintain such com ­ 
plete separation in actual experi­ 
ence. Many people, for instance, 
who suffer from chronic respira­ 
tory disorders are troubled n o t ‘ 
only by infections of the nose, 
throat, or lungs, but also by 
certain allergies affecting these 
same organs. 
How much of their difficulty is 
due to the one, how m uch to the 
other, is hard to say, but, if both 
are treated at once, each by its 
appropriate m eans, results are 
much better than w hen either is 
treated alone to the exclusion of 
the other. 
Infection Differs 
Tile treatm ent for infection 
differs from that for allergy. In 
the first, one of the antibiotic 
drugs, such as penicillin is useful; 
In the second, the remedy is 
found in one of the an ti-h ista­ 
m ine drugs which counter the 
effects of too m uch histam ine in 
the body. It is this excessive h is­ 
tam ine that cause allergic reac­ 
tions. 
In order to test this combined 
treatm ent, the result, obtained 
in a group of patients that re­ 
ceived both antibiotic and anti­ 
histam ine drugs were compared 
with results obtained in a group 
of patients that received anti- j 
biotics alone and w ith a group 
that received only the antl-hls- 
tam lne preparations. With the 
combined treatm ent, 19 out of 25 
patients, who had early infection I 
of the lungs, experienced m uch i 


improvement. In one-half of the 
patients, the improvement was 
complete, that is, all the sym p­ 
toms were eliminated. In another 
group, with 
a 
long-continued 
lung disturbance, eight improved 
to a moderate extent. 


Patients with Asthma 
A croup of patients with a s­ 
thm a, which was thought to be 
due to infection, was treated with 
the antibiotics alone This treat­ 
m ent also proved quite beneficial. 
The anti-histam ines alone gave 
appreciable relief in eight out of 
ten patients who had chronic 
nasal discharge due to nasal a l­ 
lergy, and In the sam e number of 
patients with a sth m a In which 
Infection was not a factor. 
It 
would 
seem 
that 
many 
patients with asthm a are suffer­ 
ing from infection as well as from 
allergy. Hence, combined treat­ 
m ent with antibiotics and anti­ 
histam ine drugs appears to give 
the best results in the case of 
these patients. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


M. CF: What are the symptoms 
of an abdom inal cyst and could 
such a cyst cause extrem e nerv­ 
ousness? 
Answer: A cyst located within 
the abdom en m ight be present 
w ithout causing any symptoms. 
It would depend somewhat upon 
its location an d size. 
A cyst of the ovary m ight cause 
some disturbance of the regular 
periods, swelling, or occasional 
attack s of pain in the lower abdo­ 
men. 
It is not likely that the cyst 
In itself would cause nervousness.

There are many ways to serve 
this excellent food but* it is the 
addition of a sauce that makes

Here are four sauces that will 
add that tangy touch to a fish 
dinner. 
First is a delicious cucumber 
sauce, the recipe being for one

pimientos. 4 tsp. cider vinegar, 
4 tsp. salt and 2 drops tabasco 
sauce.

Next a very tangy sauce. For a 
variation of the cucumber sauce, 
so good w ith boiled *>sh. add tsp. 

4 tsp. paprika, 4 
tsp. cider vinegar, and 4 c. thin­ 
ly sliced, or cubed, peeled, raw 
cucumber to one c. white sa ..ce.

A rich sauc* so good with fish 
and shellfish, it does take a bit 
of care, but it s worth it.
